1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The following 
is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: The instant 
application discloses a method for performing an Inverse Discrete Wavelet Transform. 
Prior art references show similar methods but fail to teach: "processing the set of 
processed data points in the sub-band of the second sub-band level in 
conjunction with at least one set of data points from a corresponding at least one 
sub-band of the second sub-band level, to form a set of processed data points in 
a sub-band of a subsequent sub-band level", as in claims 1, 6, 7, 12, 13, 14 and 1 5.
